Jackson, Mich., Feb. 2.—Warden A. 


E. Armstrong, of Jackson prison, who 
was arrested late Saturday afternoon 
on a charge of accepting a bribe, was 
temporarily suspended at a meeting 
of the prison board held last night.

removal,- as he would have been com- 
pelled to do under the law.

attorney stated that under the existing

pending an investigation and trial of 
tie charges against him. He stated 
that he was entitled to a speedy trial, 
which he would avail himself of, and 
asserted his innocence.

Now that there is such a rage for 


ornaments, dress and hat trimmings, 
etc., made in brilliant stones, tinsel 
and bright colors, it may be of inter- 
est to women to learn how to make 
pretty buckles, suitable for hats and 
toques, at a very small cost. The ma- 
terials required are some stout white 
cap wire, some ordinary raffia grass 
(which may be procured at any flor- 
ist's), various colored jewels pierced 
for sewing, some twisted gold thread, 
a little gold bullion, a. large rug needle 
for the grass, a very fine one for the 
jewels, and some silk for sewing on 
the jewels aud gold thread. 


The buckles can be in any size, 


but the ones illustrated adapt them- 
selves readily to various styles of mil- 
linery. One measures three and one- 
fourth by two and one-half Inches, 
and the other four and one-half by 
two inches. 


To begin, take a length of cap wire 


and form Into the buckle, turning it 
sharply at the corners 'and tacking 
them securely, then tack a piece 
across the middle to form the slide. 


Select a soft piece of raffia grass (it 


is sometimes necessary to split it If 
very wide), opening it between the 
linger and thumb to flatten, and work 
the wire all over with it in ordinary 
buttonhole stitch, taking care to draw 
up the outside edge evenly.
